St. Johns, "Newfoundland.— How trivial 
and transitory "and 'luitaipressivo arc tho 
causes of friction whicjj sometimes bring 
iiatijiis to the verge of war is illustrated 
by the present status of tho lobster dilll- 
cnlty, -which is one (ri iho parasitic off- 
shoots of the great "French shore" ipies- 
tion. The Newfouudlaud goveruuiciit 
has decided, iu order not to complicate 
fho prosiKJCts of the ratification of the 
Bond-Ilay tivaty and because of IMr. 
Chamberlain's iiireseiice in South Africa, 
to renew for another year the modus Vi- 
vendi on this lobster issue, and it may 
be sh\>wn wiiliont dillicully that, if it -s 
reiiewi'd for a I'l-w year.s longer there 
will be no need of a settlement by the 
nations, as it will have settled itself 
through till' h'rciicli ii-.!iennen ahandon- 
in:: the region altogether. 

This lobster contention was foiindi>d 
ni)on the problem whether a lobster is a 
■lish or not. .\ecordiiig to the treaties, 
the !|''r<'ni-li have a right to cal"h '•lish" 
in our \\'est Coast -waters and di-y it on 
the strand, and to "erect the temiiorary i |,,vjs]i liountii's 
wooden stages and biits usual and m'c( 
sary for this purijosc." Until ;;o yc: 
ago lobsters had no value on <iur littoral; 
they were a uuisaiico rather, as they 
preycl on the eodlisli in the settlers' 
nets. Tlien 'the process of preserving 
lohstei-s in tins was devised, and the pos- 
s?!iiliiies of this iiiino of wealth were 
speedily realized by our people, who bc- 
"packiiig" lobsters iu 1SS2. A 



naval olUcers the authority needed for 
this work the Imiwrial Cabinet proposed 
t'j re-emiet the measure, termed, by tlift 
colonists a •'eoerci'j'.i" bill. To prevent 
this, the colony agree<I to pass leui,poniry 
legislaion to give effect to the modus Vi- 
vendi and to negotiate ^nth the Imper- 
ial authorities the terms of a satisfac- 
tory peiiuaiieiit enactjueut. But they 
cou'ld iiot'agreo upon this, iiud th'^ ?iu- 
porary statute 'wan renewed aiun.ull 
tho aVhitraliou being at the saint- time 
postponed because '-'-ance refused to 
take any step whieh would imply reojg 
nition of the colony as a factor, and de 
manding an Imperial statute to enforci 
the award of the tribiiual to be institut 
ed. In this "way several years passetl, 
tho annual renewal of the temporary 
•measure being always aceonipanied by 
bitter strictures from the colonial legis- 
lators, until in 1S98 !Mr. Chamberlain 
despatcliod u Royal Commission to visit 
the Island and iuvisstigate the whoie 
strbject fully. Tho report ^oE that body 
iwas str;)ngly iu favor of -Vowfoundliind. 

Now, as "l have already stateil, the 
nubject is settling itself. I'articniarly 
iiistriiclive Is tho abanitaimient of the 
Xoilh-IOast coast, from CaitO .'"^onuan to 
Cape Si. .lohii. a stretch of 2,'iO miles of 
sea-''. ' lard. On this bold, rugged, up- 
standing shore, scarred by icebergs and 
torn liy waves, no lobsters are found 
and eo'd-lisliiiig alone is prosecuted. The 
ledgi s have lieen so <l(pleled of late 
years thai tliis ^^^cati•on bas ceased to be 
remni'.craiive, and there is'aow only one 
.solitary l''rench ainnuteiup U|)holdiiig tin 
Tricidor on this foreshore, which is oc 
cu.pie.l by (l,0(M) Xciwfoundlanders. Oil 
the West coast, where lobsters are to be 
round a* well as eod-lish, the French en- 
tcrpiise has been centred for the past 25 
years. In the endeavor to arrest the inev- 
itable <lcciine. 'Siatisiics are not avail- 
able as lo tlie nuiiLiher of stations they 
iy had as iiuuiy "rooiiiw" thc-re as on the 
ly had as many "roms" there as on the 
Xortii-Kast isiast, and the foreshore be- 
ing Ic.-s rn;;-ged, operations were more 
fiiiinul. But notbiiig could iireveiit the 
riiiatcurs from dn^iijiiiig out, fm- even 
isuild not counterbalance 
"I the i-uinoiis results of fishing at a base 
^[SO many iiiilis from home, traiisjioriiiig 
I'lews and ontlits lo and fro each season. 
The lobster iuduslry served to iirolong 
their oi'cupalion somewhat, but the .Mal- 
ouin (St. -Malo) armateurs Inid to gi\-e 
way .by degrees, though the Pierrois tire 
still clinging to their footliold. Even 
iHey are dropping out now. The French 
liad 15 legal lobster canneries in ISSi) 
and the eoloniuls G7. 'i"^vo more 



lin iu the fall by the steamer. Every 
man of them, as well as most of tho 
I'.errois acmatcurs are smugglers, and 
really are able to survive ou the coast 
only by means of the prolits they derive 
froin this contriubrand tralllc. The ^lal- 
ou;!;s did not smuggle and, therefore, 
went le tie wall hist; the Pierrois are 
inveterate lawsbreakers, and this knav- 
i.sh [irop^;:iity enables them to hold their 
plac'-rT Sti) ' " 

This illii'it trafllc liad assumed such 
l>ro.i)oriions during the past season that 
ihe colonial cabinet determined to stamp 
it out and accordingly tbo iMin 6 er of 
Finance and Customs, ftlr. Jacknian, in- 
augerated a regular crusade. " 'He visited 
the coast on tUo revenue cruiser Fiona, 
and, amu>d "with a magistrate and ii 
s<iuad of fnlly-anned. constables, insti- 
tuted prosecutions on overj- hand. I>i- 
([iiors are tho -chief eowniodity sniuggletl 
and are sold to our iH!ople, iu violation 
to both our customs and temperance 
laws. The h'Tcnchinen obtain their siiii- 
p!ic^4 from sohooiicrs ^vliich jily belwceii 
St. Pierre and thi! coast. They are os. 
teiisildv lisliing craft, earryiu

As a result of the explosion of ga^ioliue 
at the Paisley Dye \\'orks yesterday af- 
ternoon, the Sear's block, a wooden 
frame huikliiig on Yates street, was prac- 
tically gutted, and .Mrs. .Vlliuoii, wife 
of one of Ihe proprietors uf tlif <1 
works, was very , badiy burneiJ about 
the head, face uud arms. I<'ire fullowed 
the explosion on the iustaat, aud one 
of the three children of Mrs. Allison, 
who was in the building, laid ii_ very 
narrow escape from death. With a 
rush of llame and a cloud of smoke tho 
front of Ihe store biir.4t outward within 
a few niomeats of the explusion, and 
some bystanders at imco teU'iiboiied 
from the Clarence licdel to the lire de- 
partment, which arrived quickly the 
scene 'Soine of the lireiiien — cuUnien 
not on regular duty-ruslied from near- 
by poiais, and the liri'inen -wero soon 
at work, with several streams of vvater 
playing on tho building on short order 
from the street, from noighlioring roofs, 
and from ■ tho quickly raised ladilers. 

The front of the building was hidden 
iu a cliiiid of smoke, from which llames 
were, hrcakin.i,' forth. The smoke hid 
some tlirilhiiH scenes. Sull'eriiig yreat 
agony from her awful biiriiiu.g, the un- 
fortunate tiHillier was still tlimkiug of 
Ibe i.'Iiildreii, wliich wcri' ia daii.^er in 
the Ilaiiies. Da:;eil in lier terror siie ran 
aboiil, shrieking to the lireiiieii ti) save 
her cliildreii, and ag.iiii ami again she 
made an effort to ilash into the ilonscr 
wiiirl of smoke and llaiiio to seek, the 
little ones. N\'hilo the iiiiitlii.'r 
was frantically seeking her children, 
though, other workers had liurrieil lliem 
from uuiigcr to safetj'. Mrs. Darling, 
wife of the proprietor of the Caiedouia 
Bakery, which snfferi'd iniicli diimage 
from water, got two of the children out 
by wa.v of the back ilonr. 

One was still inissiiig and Nylioii it 
was rumored among the liirge lliroiig 
which Idled the street that a child was 
in till' liuriiiiig building', Ihe crinvil were 
horror stricken. l'-ir<aneii riislied about 
seuUiiiH tl'e <.'liiUlri.'u in the dense <,'!oiul 
of smoJte which all but ovei'caino them, 
ilodgiii;; Ihe sweep of the tongues of 
llames which came friiiii the room iu 
which the gasoline had exploded, ^vIlilo 
others held back llie fraiilic niother, 
who, though so severely burned, would 
not leave the place while she thought 
tho children were in danger. Tlie res- 
.eueriL were ilcspairiug when Neill PauU, 
one of the p'li'rtners in tlie ilirm of Alli- 
son & Paiili; which owiieil the dye 
works, heard Ibe voice of the child. Lit- 
tle Bobbie .Mlison was solihiiig closeby, 
and search revealed the fact tliiit the 
litllo one had crawl-jd iiaile:' the lieil in 
Ihe bumiiig i'o(ini~a niniii wdiich was 
cmnjilclely charred shortly afterwards—, 
to escape from ihe cruel snioko anil 
llame. He was dragged nut and al- 
t hough overcome he was not hailly in- 
jured. The iiiollier luiving sufferetl the 
worst, for allbnugli two children were 
burned, neither safferiid serious Injury. 
The mother was treated by Dr. Frank 
Hall, who bandaged up the w.onnds. and 
she was sent to the .lubllee hospital. 

The w-ork of the liroiuen soon began to 
tell on the lire, for the llames grew less 
brilliant, aud the smoke jtrew Iu vol- 
ume as the water cominiied to play 
on the lire. Ladders WL.rc |iut, up. and 
lircmeii held vantage points na the ad- 
joining roofs to pour waier iiiti. Ihe 
lire, iiiiil i.th.-.'s. ilespii,. the fiu't that 
the dense siiuike all but overcame them, 
nislied the ho,-e into the front of the 
burniuK bnililiin; and pl.iyed sireaius 
iiilo the thick of Ibe lire. It was in the 
Paisley Dye Works, or ratlicr tlio store 
of the I'aisley Dye \Yorks, for the 
works are situate elsewhere, tlmt the 
lire burned tlio fiercest. The sweep of 
Ihe llames from the gaKoliuo cu-vered 
Ibis place, and of the ruriiishiiiKt.« and 
stock, little than a few charred sticks 
was left. There are t\ro liviu;,' rooms 
behind the slnre which fninis the street, 
and it was in the rearmost uf these Ihal 
Mrs. Allison had been working with Ihc 
gasoline which exploded with such <lis- 
astrous effect. The rear roinu, from 
which Ihe tire burst Iliroiigh the parli- 
lioii inio the .lapanesu tailoring lifiii of 
K. Taiiimuni <.'o.. was gultcil com- 
pletely, but the frames of two .sewing 
macluinis ifnd tlie stove being left. In 
the othc'r room the charred rrniiie of a 
betlste'ad and som|.> wrecked and burned 
furniture 'alone teuinlned. while in the 
store at 'thO front the eharred fixtures 
held a few embers of what had been 
clothes. 

Iir the .Tapaiiese tailoriui slnre next 
door the lire <li'l not iimke a clean 
swei']). but Ihe dainage was heav.v. The 
grealer part of the stoi.k ami fiirnitiire 
of Ihe slnre was burned and iiiucli dam- 
age was done by water, .\fler the tire- 
ineii hail got llie lire under coulrol 
."11(1 were ilriviiii; it nut from 
llie upper jiavl of tli<" biiililini;. llic .lap- 
aiiese— a score strong— organized sx sal- 
vage corps .ami began rushing tho ef- 
fects that had esi>apcil Ilie llnnics from 
the sliire. They saved tbe till, money, 
sniiie sewing iiiacliiiK^s. siiiis, niid oilier 
U'liods, bm llie s,.ilv;i^;i. n') i resell t eil a 
small pun of ilie cnniciils of llio store. 

Upstairs there are a iiiiiiilier of bed- 
rooms, all of wliiidi.were more or li'ss 
daiiiiigi'd. hut not as si-rioiisly li.v any 
means as tbe stores hclovv. In Ihe al- 
tic. ton, the fire was .tiiu-ce for a. lime. 
Tills altic, which was reaelied by a 
narrnw stairway from the secmid lloor 
held a (Uiantity of iniscelhineoirs goods 
that had been stored, anil thcro was 
much loss in this piirt. The cutting 
rooms of the .Tapnnesc and tlie bed- 
rooms, however, sulfored morel from 
water than from tire, and Ihc .liipanese 
and roomers who oeciipieil the rooms 
saved much of their elTccls. The rooms 
were all flooded aud laucli of the plank- 
ing WHS cut away in tlie ivork. of RUb- 
duing the lire, which burncl for over nn 
hour. 

The Caledonia Bakery, while it did 
not suffer by the lire, was a heavy 
sufferer from smoke anil water, .-i tor- 
rent iioiiring iiilo Ihe fiincy .sngareil 
ornaiiiental calu>s, fruit cakes, elc.— the 
stock ill trade of the bakery, wliieu sus- 
laiiied loss to the extent of iibuut two 
Jmiidreil dollars, with no insnranOL'. The 
iduiiibing store of A. Barker, which ad- 
joins the dye -works, wa.s not diiinaged 
to any 'extent. Tho .ncr-npants, li'.ivcver, 
lost no time in getting thoir elTeols from 
the building, and the ('liiiiese ivlio oc- 
cupied Ihe hiundry several doors below 
gathered their coolie horde and burled 
their effects into the street. • Ironing 
))oles, baskets of laundry, alariii clocks 
and oilier valuables of a Chinese laun- 
dry were hurried on lo tho sidewalk, 
until when Iliey saw Ihut .tho fire was 
being subdued tho Cliinainon cai'ted
